It has the 
fame power and authority, under 
the constitution, to keep them in 
Tepair and 1t ought to be more 
than willing to do this, if the 
states will furnish half the appro- 
priation. 

The R. F. D. roads in Co ffee 
County are, as in the whole coun- 
try the main, or most publically 
used roads. Therefore 16 would 
be of. mutual benefit to people in 
the localities of the states and the 
National Government to improve 
these post roads.

The cotton worm is not a na-|J. W. Moore, left on an antomo- 


tive insect, but has been introduced 
into the United States from some 
country further south, whese cot- 
ton grows wild. The first out- 
break of it occurred in Georgia and 
South Carolina in 1793. Since 
that time there have been some 
cotton worms probably every year, 
but often they have been go few 
in numbers that they have passud 
unnoticed. Theirscarcity may'be 
due to unfavorable climatic con- 
ditions orto control by natural 
enemies, 

During this 118 years there have 
been six great caterpillar years, 
when the worms appeared in wide- 
ly seperated localities during the 
the last of July or the first weeks 
of August and destroyed from 25 
to 75 per cent. of the cotton crop 
in several states. In 1878 there 
occoured the last general outbreak 
of the worms in Alabama. In 
that year Alabama suffered the 
greatest loss ever reccrded. At 
the end of that seasen thirty-eight 
counties reported ‘wormg’’, 

A study of the history of the 
cotton worm show that the great- 
est damage has always been done 
during wet seasons when the cot- 
ton was rank and often Jate and 
the first ‘crop of worms’’ appnar- 
ed before the middle of August. 
The generations or ‘crops’? of 
worms follow each other in three 
to four weeks. After the ‘‘rag- 
ging’’ of the ‘eaves begins it is of- 
ten less than a week before every 
leaf has been stripped from the 
plants. 

Present Ourpreak In ALABAMA. 

Up to the date of this publica- 
tion (August 6, 1911) reports of 
worm occurrence have been re- 
ceived from 50 counties in Ala- 
bama. In these counties is grown 
fully 80 percent of our State crop,
